or seedbox Is not confined 
i to the early spring, when seeds 
t may be started indoors, or in the 
. Hotbed and cold frame, 
i Even after danger of frost Is 
. over, and seeds might be sown 
i directly in the ground, it will still 
pay to use the seed box for the 
very small seeds, like petunias; 
i and for varieties of both flowers

The seed box Is under closer 
1 observation than even a seed bed; 

' It may be carried to a shady spot 
' during an excessively warm spell 
t It can be kept where the hose is

1 when they are ready to move, 

1 transplanting may be more easily 
1 performed by carrying the flat 
directly to the spot where the

The management of the "flat”
